day. 
Allotments for 
the 
crop total 
60,746 acres but officials estimate 
that 
the 
total 
crop 
will 
run 
around 65,000 acres 
with 
some 
farmers exceeding 
their 
quotas. 
State figures estimate the yield in 
Pickaway 
county 
for 
the 
1942 season to be 48.7 bushels to 
the acre. 
This would mean that 
the local harvest would net more 
than 3,000,000 bushels. 
Wood county is the only district 
lo have an 
allotment 
exceeding 
Pickaway’s. Corn throughout this 
,*rca Is in excellent shape and many 
>bser\ers feel that the yield may 
be even greater 
than 
expected. 
Early rains that have put an ex­ 
cellent store of moisture in the 
soil are greatly aiding the crop 
du lug the present hot weather. 
Announcement was 
also made 
hursday by the government bu­ 
reau that farmers who have 1941 
whest in storage under the loan 
plan may sell the grain to 
any 
livestock association, firm or cor­ 
poration having livestock or poul­ 
try for use as feed.

Planes plus billions of 
pounds of butter; tanks plus bil­ 
lions of dozens of eggs; gun* plus 
I millions of hogs for market; mil­ 
lions of more acres of vegetables 
to builJ ftrong healthy bodies to 
fight with and more food to fight 
on.

United States Govern­ 
ment set goals last September 
for American farmers which were 
far above the highest production 


I ever reached by 
the farmers of 
J this country. 
The goals for each 
I product were aet up by a cora- i 
nutter of experts drawn from all ;

I riculture. These goals were hand- ! 
ed down from regional AAA of­ 
fices. to state 
committees from ; 
j the state to various county cora- 
j mittees, to the township men who 
were elected by the farmers to ad- I 
minister the AAA program in the 
county.

“Farmers had to know what the 
program was all 
about because

was not the biggest job, but it was 
necessary to make it understand­ 
able that the six million farmers

fiber that our nation needed for

“All this took place last Septem­ 
ber. 
Then came that never for­ 
gotten day, December 7. The goals 
had to be revised all over again.

Harbor called for 
the 
greatest 
production in the history of Ameri­ 
can agriculture 
and for putting 
every acre 
of land, every bit of

“More corn, for example, for ex­ 
pansion of meat, dairy and poultry 
products a long with every thing 
else in proportion.

are free from a ll responsibility. 
This program calls for larger and 
more productive gardens;

Through this program farm fam ­ 
ilies will need to buy less of the 
supply needed for 
the city con­ 
sumer. 
Most farm families need 
not call on that supply needed for 
our soldiers and sailors who have 
sacrificed home ties, home pleas­ 
ures, and good johs to fight for 
our freedom. 
“And then too, we must always 
keep in mind, our allies, those hun­ 
gry children, those fighting men 


who are looking to America for 
food. We cannot pass this respon­ 
sibility along to some one else. It 
is our Job American farmers. 
“When you feel inclined to com­ 
plain, I urge you to just stop and 
count your blessings. Offer a pray­ 
er of thankfulness to your God 
that you live in America. 
That 
you live In a land where no one 
need go hungry. 
Gone are these 
days when we think only of our 
own household. 
We must think 
of others, have love and considera­ 
tion for our fellow men. 
Yes, it 
has been hard work and it is going 
to be hard work all Summer; but 
let’s make our work our pleasure. 
Be thankful we can go to bed 
at night and relax after our hard 
days work, feeling pretty sure of 
a quiet peaceful night,. .Free from 
the noise of air raids, and bomb­ 
ings.

IT HAS been thought in recent times that

individualism 
was passing from the 


military theatre. 
In war, as in peace, men 


were to move more and more in masses, 


the man being lost in the crowd. 
The art 


of national defense was being so m echan­ 


ized that man himself was coming to be 
little more than a machine, almost as un­ 
distinguishable as a bee or an ant. 
The 
last war, with its mechanization, strength­ 
ened that impression. War was to be mere 
mechanical killing. 
There is still such a tendency, as we 
mass millions for this war. 
But a strong 
counter-movement has 
come 
that brings 
back individualism in surprising ways. Men 
are taken from the mass of 
soldiery and 
equipped, mechanically until they become 
again almost as free and independent in 
their fighting as were the knights of the 
Middle Ages. 
And in fighting method and 
power they are immensely greater. 
One man in a bombing plane, with half 
a 
dozen 
“knights’' whose functions are 
mechanical and scientific, can attack a city 
and wreak incredible devastation, remain­ 
ing almost invisible in the upper air. 
He 
can destroy a great warship, as Colin Kel­ 
ley did. 
He can make forays into enemy 
countries, behind the battle lines. 
He can 
spy the enemy far off. 
He can enter an 
armored car with his “squires” and cut his 
way through land forces like another Sala- 
din, but far more destructively. 
He can 
engage in torpedo battle against a foreign 
enem y as Ensign Gay has just done, in his 
torpedo plane, and emerge safely from an 
am azing feat of ravoc and courage.

ASHINGTON — The 
President 
has 
been given some blunt advice to de­ 
liver a “fireside ch at” to explain the much 
bemuddled rubber and gas situation. 
The advice was given at a recent W hite 
House conference by Donald Nelson, Leon 
Henderson, Archie MacLeish and Under­ 
secretary of W ar Patterson, all of whom 
agreed that the people had been so con­ 
fused 
by 
conflicting official pronounce­ 
ments, and that only the President him self 
could clarify matters and explain w hy na­ 
tional rationing of gas is essential. 
The answer to this is so sim ple that it 
seems fantastic that it hasn’t been got over 
to the public. 
There is plenty of gas in 
the U. S. — except along the Atlantic sea­ 
board — but real crux of gas rationing is 
the desperate shortage of rubber. 
That is 
the whole story in a nutshell. 
Every responsible official in W ashing­ 
ton, including the President, knows this. 
Yet a multitude of conflicting statem ents 
have befuddled the public and played di­ 
rectly into the hands of certain selfish oil 
interests opposed to gas rationing. 
This fact was politely but bluntly im­ 
pressed on the President 
at 
the 
W hite 
House conference. 
Actually, he himself was guilty of one 
of the worst bemuddling statem ents— his 
press conference remark that the rubber 
situation was being exaggerated, because 
some 
substitute 
for 
tires 
undoubtedly 
would be invented. 
This cherrio observa­ 
tion was made exactly two days after Don­ 
ald Nelson and his rubber experts told the 
press that no substitute for rubber was in 
sight.

Migraine Headache and 
The Drinking of Water 


Bv LOGAN CLENDENING. XI. D. 
SEX ERAL WEEKS ago I pub­ 
lished a short excerpt from a suf­ 
ferer from migraineX headaches 
who said that he could mitigate or 
prevent attacks entirely by re­ 
fraining from drinking water as 
soon as he had an indication that

the headache was coming on. I 
asked at the time if any other of 
my readers had hid such experi­ 
ences and I have had a very large 
and generous response from peo­ 
ple who have had the same experi­ 
ence. 
There wert too many of these 
letters for the results to be mere 
coincidence. So far as I know, I 
have never seen any reference to 
this in a textbook of medicine, but 
that is understandable because so 
many people with migraine or sick 
headache treat themselves and 
their remedies never get to the 
medical profession. 
They probably start out by hav­ 
ing a doctor when their attacks 
first begin but soon find that he 
does not give very much relief or 
that they can learn everything 
that he has to offer. For instance, 
in one of the letters that was sent 
me on the subject, a woman says 
that she and her family have 
moved seven times in the last 25 
years and have consulted a great 
many doctors but she has never 
consulted one about her head­ 
aches. 
Took Opiates 
A typical statement is as fol­ 
lows: “I suffered terribly from mi­ 
graine for many years and it was 
necessary for me to take a great 
many opiates. I was always told 
to drink a lot of water but I got 
disgusted and quit it and found 
that my headaches were not nearly 
so severe, although they did not 
quit entirely. But when I force 
myself to drink water, they are 
always worse. I am writing this, 
hoping it might be a help to some­ 
one else.” 
Another one says, “I have had 
migraines since I was about 19 
and am now 50. I cannot endure 
the thought of drinking water be­ 
fore the headaches start or during 
the w’orst of the pain and when 
water tastes good, I am sure the 
headache is over for that time. An­ 
other thing I have noticed is that 
the quickest way to get over the 
exhaustion from the pain and nau­ 
sea is to eat very rare beef. My 
family have their laugh at Moth­ 
er’s day-after-a-hcadache diet of 
rare hamburger steak. My grand­ 
father had these headaches, also 


my father who was an M.D., but 
could not cure his own migraine 
headaches. My sister has them, but 
my brother does not." 
Other Letters 
Another letter says: “I con­ 
firmed the fact that drinking water 
makes the headaches worse when 
one day I was coming out of church 
services and the minister advised 
me to drink a lot of water for my 
severe headache. I took his ad­ 
vice and as usual my headache be­ 
came a lot worse. If I starve my­ 
self from water entirely, the head­ 
ache is always less severe and 
sometimes I can prevent it entire­ 
ly in this way." 
These letters indicate some of 
the high points of that queer, 
queer disease, migraine. It is un­ 
doubtedly hereditary. It is a dis­ 
ease of the active part of life, 
usually beginning about the age of 
nineteen and 
usually stopping 
about the age of fifty. 
The victim nearly always can 
tell when he is going to have a 
headache, so the admonition to 
stop water drinking can be obeyed 
in most instances early enough to 
do some good. XX’hile there are a 
number of different remedies which 
may help, such as the recently in­ 
troduced ergotamine, there is no 
IOO per cent relief that works in 
all cases. 
The cause of the disease is prob­ 
ably some upset in the chemistry 
of the body and it may very well 
be that a change in water balance 
could bring on the attacks. At any 
rate, abstinence from water can't 
do anybody any harm and I bring 
this experience forward for what 
it is worth. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. C.: W hat are the symptoms 
of chronic appendicitis? Could a 
condition consisting of sluggish­ 
ness, dull headaches, indigestion, 
frequent colds and bad breath be 
caused by appendicitis? 
Answer: It is generally consid­ 
ered that chronic appendicitis docs 
not exist. It is an easy way out of 
a diagnosis for functional indiges­ 
tion due to a neurotic condition. 
The symptoms which you list are 
very likely symptoms which ac­ 
company a neurotic condition. I 
do not believe they are due to 
chronic appendicitis.
